Owing t,," May llower's" ahsence at 
a calico party held al Alpha Hall, Hus- 
ton, last night, and at the request of 
the Committee of Arrangements, I 
take the liberty to write a full account 
of the party, for which interference 1 

hope Mr. " Mayflower," the regular 

correspondent from Boston, will ex- 
cuse me. 

I'p on the hills in one of the most 
beautiful districts of Boston beyond 
end, and on the south siile of 
Charles River over which course many 
famous boat races had heen rowed, is 
Brighton. I'p in thai place rose 
among many new houses, a neat look- 
ing one a few years ago, and there in 
live a deaf-mute father and mother 
with two speaking children, who were 
once enjoying all of such privileges as 

any married couple, having a happy 
home, could, and never thought of 
any thing that would would debar 
their prospects of prosperity and hap- 
piness until one day two years ago, 
their prospects were suddenly broken 
by the first stroke of paralysis on the 
part of the husband. 

The latter refers to Mr. Morton K. 
Harrington. lie has heen employed 
aSS car painter on the Boston and 
Alhanv Rail Road for seventeen years. 
On Decoration Daj of the year before 
last, when he was on the way homo 
from a league baseball game, he was 
stricken with paralysis, thus rendering 



his right limbs helpless. After being 
hrought home, he laid down for 
months, and at length, through the 
watchful and tireless eare of his faith- 
ful wife, he began to recover, hy us- 
ing the afflicted limbs gradually to 
their usual powers, as to warrant a 
wholesome recovery and a safe thing 
for him to go to work again, which he 

did. By and by the clouds of gloom 

had left the family entirely, and pros- 
pects of happiness and prosperity were 
renewed for some time. 

But the clouds, darker than ever, 
returned, overshadowing their pros- 
pects by the stroke of paralysis, and 
since then (>n ovei a year he has heen 
laid down, though on occasions, he 
was ahle to walk ahout the house. 
One night, last Novemher, he attend- 
ed Mr. and Mrs. Holmes' fifth wed- 
ding party, and his presence surprised 

..f his friends, even greater than 

Mr. Holmes was, w hen he was present- 
ed fifty dollars hy his friends at that 
time. He looked very cheerful and 
hopeful, so that he might wish to out- 
live his faithful w ife. But as a result 
of his long illness, w ith an addition o\' 
the death o( his mother recently, 
their prosperity and happiness had 
heen east into misery and gloom. 

Still his friends had not forgotten 
him hy giving that Calico Party for 
his benefit, oi' which account will be 
given below.

Still, let 
us assume the responsibility of secur- 
ing the pedestal ourselves, without 
any aid from either source, if possible.

I have always ad\ 
eated that step. We should utilize 
the good iii vwvy thing thai helps 
deaf-mUteS to communicate with the 
outside world. I have carefully read 
the Report of the Convention at 
Berkeley, and find that there were 
several speaking principals and teach- 
ers, besides Job Turner and oilier 
Well educated deaf-mutes, who favored 
such a plan. The discussion was 
growing interest ing. Principal Ely, 
of Maryland, asked why we should 
not use both hands, and adopt (lie 
double-handed alphabet, and he gave 
good reasons for doing so, because 
most hearing persons preferred it, and 
used it. The discussion was suddenly 
cut short by Rev. Dr. Oallauilel, say 
ing thai we ought to put the double- 
handed alphabet out of existence ! 
This reminds me of Dr. Baker, of the 
Doneuster Insl it til ion, who, when ask- 
ed to use the single-handed alphabet, 
replied, " Nonsense, the double hand 
ed alphabet answers all our purposes." 
There is a parallel case here. Laker 
would put the single-handed alphabet 
"out of existence, and the Reverend 
T. Callaudet would also murder the 
other alphabet. Now if the wishes of 
these two great dictators were to be- 
come law, what would we, poor deal 

mutes, have left to communicate with 

between ourselves and the world at 

large '< 

At the Berkeley Convention, Dr. 
Peel and other prominent teachers re- 
mained dams during this discussion.

There seems 
to be no good reason why the two 
handed alphabet should not he learned 
by all deaf-mutes in our institutions 
as well as the single handed one —both 
are good and useful, and the former 
seems to he the general laxorile with 
the hearing public, while the latter is 
[>i-< Icrred by the great 111a j< .rit v of 

deaf-mutes and their teachers. The 
fact is that Dr. Baker was prejudiced 
against the one he discarded, and \i<\ . 

Dr. (iallaudct U prejudiced against 
the one he w ished lo be banished mil 

of existence. Moth these gentlemen 

are Wrongi I told Dr. Laker so ni\ 
self, and I tell Dr. T. (iallaudct so 
now. The former has long been dead, 
hul the hitler is yet amongst us, and 
he can distinguish himself more than 
he has hit hello done by laying aside 
his little prejudice, and lending his 

powerful influence to everything thai 

will facilitate intercourse between 

deaf-mutes and the hearing public.
